WORD RADIO 


Others Throw Doubt 
on Its Authenticity. 


According to two messages réceived 
last night by amateur radio operators 
in Chicago and Toledo, the Rockford 
flyers, Bert Hassell and Parker D. Cra- 
mer, are safe. The flyers, who a week 
ago hopped off from Rockford in an 
attempted flight to Stockholm, Sweden, 
are reported stranded on a small island 
“50 miles off the coast of Newfound- 
land.” Other radio experts professed 
skepticism about the reports. 

The two flyers are safe and sound, 
but their food supply is running low, 
and they are sorely in need of assist- 
ance, according to the message re- 
ceived in Chicago by R. J. Harris, op- 
erator of amateur radio station 9-CEJ 
at 11170 South Ashland avenue. Jo- 
seph E. Williams, an amateur of To- 
ledo, also reported that he heard from 
the flyers, and said his information is 
identical with that received by Harris, 
except that he understood the island 
was 100 miles off Newfoundland. 


thought there were several discrepan- 
cies which led them to doubt that it 
came from the Greater Rockford. 
These amateurs pointed out that nei- 
ther Bert Hassell nor Parker Cramer, 
the flyers, had more than a sketchy 
knowledge of wireless. Harris report- 
ed, on the other hand, that the signals 
came through as if from the hand of a 
veteran wireless operator. 
Doubt, too, was expressed that 
power could have been supplied by a 
generator, one amateur asking where 
the airmen would get the power to op- 
erate the generator. The plane’s set 
used battery power when in the air. 
Don Mix, operator of the Burgess 
battery station, which installed the set 
in the Rockford to Sweden plane, was 
positive that it could send only on a 
wave length of 32.8, about 10 meters 
below the wave length on which Harris 
reported receiving the signals. 

Says Message Is Clear. : 

About 9 o’clock last night Harris 
started sending out general inquiry 
messages. Shortly after midnight he 
Changing his 
call letter from KHAB to KHAH, he 
reported, he received a clear response, 
as follows: 
“Please call the Associated Press 
and give them word that we are the 
Rockford flyers, bound for Sweden. 
Our oil feed failed us and we had to 
land near Newfoundland. We are 
O. K. and safe, but our food supply is 
getting low. We are using our gen- 
erator for co unication. The only 
way you can get here to assist us is 
by ship. Our position is on a small 
island near Newfoundland.” 

“Regards to All”: Flyers. 

After the message stopped Harris 
waited a while and then asked the 
fivyers if he could schedule them for 
later in the night. He received the 
following reply: | 

“We are very tired and need sleep 
badly, so we can't have another sched- 
ule tonight. Will call you tomorrow 
night at 9 o’clock, central standard 
time. Please get word to our families. 
Regards to all from the Rockford 


fiyers.”’

Mystery with 
Many Angles 


Investigation of a murder mystery 
in Angola, Ind., turned for a time to 
Chicago last night. All the featurés 
of a blood curdling tale of fiction were 
involved in the case. There was the! 
discovery of a burned, headless body, 
a missing sheriff, and a missing town 
girl, an automobile with blood stained 


barn destroyed by fire to puzzle the 
Steuben county authorities. 

Late last night, while they were 
being looked for in Chicago, the miss- 
ing sheriff and girl were seen in the’ 
village. They denied they had been 
together or had any connection with 
the murder. They will be questioned 
further today. 

The mystery started Wednesday 
when the torso of a man was found 
in the ruins of a barn on a vacant 
farm near the village of Ray. Neigh- 
bors told officers that they noticed a 
fire in the barn, but no investigation 
was made until later in the day. 
The torso was of a man about five 
and one-half feet tall and weighing 
about 140 pounds. 

Sheriff Partly Missing. 

Then it was learned that Sheriff 
Charlies Zimmerman had been missing 
from his home since Tuesday noon. 
But the body was not his, measure- 
ments showed. An inquiry developed 
that the sheriff had bought a_ ticket 
for Jonesville, Mich., but had alighted 
from the train at Montgomery, Mich., 
and entered a coupe driven by a 
woman. 

The investigators then recalled that 
Miss Nellié Coleman, 26 years old, a 
resident of Angola, had departed Tues-

_ ARTICHOKE GOOD FOOD 


FOR DIABETICS. 
IABETICS have in Jerusalem arti- 
choke a source of starchy fooi 
which supplies them with heat and 
energy and which does not increase 

the urine sugar or blood sugar. 


has had diabetes for nearly twelve years 
that he knows of. During a part of 
this time he has used dried Jerusalem 
artichokes as a source of carbohydrates. 
He dries them in season so as to have 
a year round supply. At times he eats 


{about two pounds of the fresh product. 
Under most circumstances he gets about 
95 per cent of his carbohydrates in the 
form of Jerusalem artichokes. e 
Other foods fairly rich in carbohy- 
drates; of which he takes moderate 
quantities, are bran and Irish moss. The 
remainder of his diet is made up of 
foods that contain fats, proteins, miner- 
als, vitamins, and water, and foods that 
are moderately bulky.

Jerusalem artichoke has been’ in use 


_|by diabetics for a good many years, 


and other cases have been reported. The 
reason for giving this case in detail 
was that the professor gave his consent 
to a period in the hospital during which 
he was variously tested and experi- 
mented on. The many tests which he 
underwent showed that on his artichoke 
diet got enough steam for his boilers 

generally kept on a good working 
basis; so long as he stuck to his arti- 
choke diet he had no sugar. But one 
day they fed him up on potatoes, and 
the next day his urine was loaded with 
sugar. Then he went back to arti- 


chokes, and the sugar disappeared. 
The starch in Jerusalem artichoke is 


called inulin; it is not converted into 
the kind of sugar that causes diabetes. 
Another food which has similar ppoper- 
ties is flour made from soy beans. Cel- 
lulose has the same quality, but then 
cellulose is not digested to any con- 
siderable extent by the human digestive 
apparatus; to get much nourishment

‘Washington, D. C., Aug. 23.—[{Spe 
e ¢cial.j]—Sharp disapproval of the prac- 
tice of many broadcasting stations in 
cluttering up the air with so-called 
“canned music” was voiced today by 
the federal radio. commission in a de- 
cision which extended the license of 
WCRW at Chicago for sixty days 
from Sept. 1, but ordered the station’s 
power reduced from 600 watts to 100 


watts.

Reviewing in its decision the his- 


tery of WCRW, the commission 
pointed out that the station came on 
the air on Aug. 15, 1926, during the 


chaotic period preceding enactment of 


the present radio law and that it ap- 
propriated. for its use a frequency 
then assigned, or being used, by a 
Minneapolis station. 
Adopts Canadian Service. 

Two or three weeks later, the de 
fision continued, the station delib- 
@rately jumped to a frequency which, 
under an agreement between the de 
partment of commerce and the Ca- 
madian government. had been set aside 
for Canadian stations. 


“The evidence,” the decision reads, 


“discloses that station WCRW’'s 
transmitter is located in the midst 
of a thickly inhabited community on 
fhe near north side in Chicago. Of 
the total hours of operation, 75 per 
cent is devoted to the broadcasting of 
phonograph records. It is clear that

The publishers’ committee which 
has been assigned the use of twenty 
short wave channels for news dis- 
patches was denied the privilege of

holders, enabling newspapers and news 
agencies to buy stock and get the air 
service. 

The commission again rejected the 
application of the International Quota- 
tions company for a short wave chan- 
mel to transmit market reports to 
Europe. 


NEW DRY RULING 
SEEN ADDING TO 
DOCTORS’ BURDEN 


New regulations governing the pre 
ecribing and dispensing of medicinal 
Hauor, which went into effect Aug. 16, 
will increase the expenses of the medi- 
ca] profession by a quarter of a mil- 
lion dollars annually. This estimate 
ie the basis of an editorial appearing 
fin the Aug. 26 issue of the Journal of 
the American Medical Association. 

Under the new regulations the phy- 
gician must make four copies of each 
prescription instead of two coptes, as‘ 
‘required under the old regulations. 
Within the first ten days of each 
month the physician must send to the 
local prohibition administrator one of 
the retained carbon copies. Upon this 
the editorial comments as follows: 

“Presuming that physicians will 
make their monthly returns to admin- 
istrators by registered mail, with re 
quests for return receipts, as they 
must do for their own protection, the 
annual outlay by the profession for 
postage and registry fees alone will 
amount to $180,000 a year.” With the 
adidtion of cost of stationery and of 
labor the total cost is estimated at 
$250,000.

Find the Cause 


In several] cities there are being held 
what are called habit clinics. 

To these come parents with chil- 
dren who have established some habit 
harmful to themselves or others, 
which their parents have been unable 
to break. Often they have sincerely 
tried to do so and almost always they 
have used punishment—corporal and 
otherwise. In most of the cases re- 
lated the efforts of the parents have 
been directed towards effacing the 
habit itself and not toward its cause.

for the habit he-is asked to cure, 
before he attempts to remedy it. 

That search often ends close to the 
child—but sometimes it carries the 
doctor what we might consider far 
afield. The cause may be found in a 
child’s physical condition, in his sup- 
pressed desires or in the way he is 
managed; it may be found in his re- 
action to his environment—unhappy 
marital conditions, the advent of a 
new baby, a serious illness and long 
convalescence, a desire to. shine in the 
eyes of others, a great innate inde- 
pendence or one of many other things. 

Knowing the cause makes the cure 
so much easier. In fact, sometimes it 


at all. So search for that always 
first, as a physician or psychologist 
would do. 

Or, if you think I may be able to 
help you or make suggestions, try in 
writing -to give me as much data as 
possible to go on. A physician may 
ask his scores of questions and make 
his personal observations—and then he 
must often think long and hard to de- 
vise a treatment.

The men wore bathing suits when 
they were lowered in the diving bell 
by the diving ship Crilley. Lieut. 
Momsen was lowered first, and after 
the rectangular steel] bell had reached 
the bottom he placed the apparatus 
to his mouth, the oxygen bag resting 
against his chest. He dived from be- 
neath the bell and made his way to a 
cable let down by the diving ship. 
Hand over hand he ascended, taking 
care to prevent too rapid decompres- 
sion which might result in death or 
serious injury as a result of divers’ 
“bends.”” When he came to the sur- 
face he said he had experienced no 
difficulty, although his body was 
slightly swollen as a result of in- 
ternal air pressure. Eadie then went 
down and made the ascent. ‘ 

Lieut. Momsen invented the ap- 
paratus with the assistance of Chief 
Gunner C. L. Tibballs, a diving au- 
thority, and F. M. Hobson, an engi- 
neer in the naval bureau of construc- 
tion and repair.

NATION’S HISTORY 


Healthy Conditions 
Found in All Lines. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 23.—()— 
Business conditions in the United 
tes during the last six months and 
the few years just preceding were de- 
clared today by the commerce depart- 
ment to have exhibited “a general 
stability unparalleled in the history of 
the United States or any other impor- 
tant industrial country.” 


The statement was based upon the 
showing of all the statistical barom- 
eters which have been set up by the 
government and other economic agen- 
cles to detect the currents of trade, 
traffic, production and consumption. | 

“With only occasional minor reces- 
sions, such as appeared in 1927, busi- 
ness and industry as a whole remained 
at a high level for a long 
time,” the statement said. 
New Capital Circulates. 

“This period has been one of almost 
unbroken increase in production and 
consumption, without exhibiting any 
of the characteristics of a business 
There have been unprecedent- 
ed amounts of savings and invest- 
ments of new capital in recent years. 
The investment, together with im- 
provements in methods, have greatly 
increased the efficiency of industry and 
the output per worker. 


“The general quantitative tndex of 
manufacturing production, the most 
comprehensive of all measures of in- 
dustrial activity, in the first half. of 
1928 exceeded the previous high rec 
ord of the first half of 1927. 

“The building industry, which has 
been during all recent years a very 
important factor in creating demand 
for manufactured products and for 
labor, showed greater activity than in 
any other six months’ period in Amer- 
ican history.
